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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 6, 37-40, and 57-67 are pending and examined on merits. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

Rejection of Claim 37 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention is withdrawn because applicant states on the record 
that "derived" a fragment of a protein encoded by the recited SEQ ID NOs. 

Claim 6 remains rejected under for reason of record 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) 
contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. Applicant argues that 
the amended claim 6 provides description of activity of claimed proteins and also 
provides the stringency conditions. These arguments have been fully considered but 
found unpersuasive because the recited activity, i.e. "encode a cancer antigen" is not 
correlated with the structure and seen as not enough for description of protein activity. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

Rejection of Claims 37-40 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by US 
Pat. 5,840,839 (Nov. 24, 1998; filed Feb. 9, 1996) is withdrawn because the Office 
interprets applicant's argument as saying that the claims are drawn to fragments of the 
protein encoded by instant SEQ ID NO: 1-5. 

NEW GROUNDS OF REJECTION 
Specification 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
Claims 6, and 57-61 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
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had possession of the claimed invention. This is new matter rejection due to the newly 
added limitation i.e., the hybridizing condition in claim 6 (c). Applicant states that the 
hybridization condition was incorporated by reference in the specification. A close 
review of the specification reveals that there is no statement of incorporation by 
reference of the referenced patent. Even if the patent was treated as incorporating 
reference, the instant specification at page 13 lines 17-21 says that the patent was not 
incorporated by its entirety but partially incorporated. Note line 18 of the page.
